Why these flaws characterize Scott in this field I do not know. But I also know 
of no exception, going back to the first contact with hie. Then he said one thing that 
interested me, that Nixon had teen counsel in the Rej case, defending' rovanchiet/OlA 
Cubans.

Ear tongue is not in her cheek 
when she describes boot's as "tho unchallenged expoca political, underworld and labor 
union interrelationships in tho complex framework of the assassination in Dalian and 
elsewhere. . .nud tpe whole shabby iptorlinkage of conspiracy within conspiracies." It is 
/nn"ilj.uminnting view of hidden aspect® ... that r aches compelling verdicts... 

Well, she did say complex. And hidden. 

With enemies like these friends are wasted on the real conspirators. 

With critics like these the errant federal agencies are secure from legitimate 
criticism. 
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One footnote that interested me I was unablo to check not having 'M.d Core aria' 
Captive City. This also is typical of Scott's technique with footnotes. On Pago 22 J 
"At least once, and possibly twice, Giancana's lawyers (who included Aobert Kennedy's 
enemy Edward Bennett Williams) were able to use this' CIA immunity* to save their client 
from prosecution by the Kennedy Justice Department.'! When ha has his references only 
| ati the ends of sentences and has four or five ideas in each sentence ibis impossible 
to know which if any is included in the note. I was interested in the enmity alleged 
\ between Williams and Kennedy. I'm certain tide ia not the thrust of that Beniarls work, 

j Prom tho rest of these notea I'd be surprised if v omaris has even a statement of this 

I if even a reference to it. 

What is most appropriate about this work is that there is so little tc it. It also 
is appropriate, that ha had to reorder the Meagher blurb on the back cover, o&lired with 
1'ink Thompson. Three-fourths rearranged Meagher and nobody other t;;an Thompson with both 
inside cover blank.
